President McKinley thinks so well of 


.hB good work accomplished by Secretary 
Olney and Sir Julian Pauucefote that be 
stands ready and witling to begin negotla- 
loEs,for similar .treaties with other Euro- 
pean powers. It was his hope that the Sen- 
ile would got to work on the treaty yes- 
terday; In order that it might be finally 
disposed of before the end of the week. In 
:hla, however, he was disappointed. The 
Senate did not do anything with the treaty 
reyond referring it back to the committee 
on foreign relations, and as that commit- 
tee did nut meet until today, some days 
will elapse before the convention agalo 
comes before the Senate. 


Kfncc Major McKinley has declared him- 


self so strongly in favor of the treaty in 
its original form many Republican Se,n- 
ators who before favored radical amend- 
ment!* are now inclined, for the sake of 
harmony with th? administration, to stand 
by the original Instrument with, perhaps 
some slight modifications. Senator Davis, 
the new chairman of the comml'tee 
foreign relations, Is disposed-to jlold to 
the President's wishes on nearly all points 
except the one naming King Oscar as the 
sovereign to select the final umpire. He 
and other Republican members of tho com- 
mittee will Insist oh striking out this 
clause. 


The chief opposition to the treaty as a 


whole will come from Senators Morgan and 
Daniel, both of whom stand r?ady to resort 
to dilatory tactics to prevent its ratifica- 
tion In the form In which It was drawn 
and as It Is now Indorsed by the new ad-
